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REPORT OF 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Surry: 


I herewith submit my annual report as your Superintend- 
ent of Schools: 


The cost of educating children has gone up and will 
probably continue to increase. This is not just true of educa- 
tion. It is true of almost everything. The two main areas of 
increase in Surry’s budget are teachers’ salaries and tuition. 
Not much can be done about tuition, the rate is set and we 
have a known number of pupils who intend to get a high 
school education. Surry’s proposed 1961-62 teacher salaries 
average $276.00 below the state average for 1960-61. We cer- 
tainly do not wish to fall any further behind than we will with 
the added increase that will occur in next year’s state average. 


The reduction of anticipated state foundation aid of 
approximately $2,000.00 due to the reduction in enrollment 
last year adds to the problem this year, however, there may be 
more aid available if favorable action is taken by the legis- 
lature. 


The School Board has continued the study started last 
year by the Education Committee. Several. meetings with an 
architect resulted in general acceptance of two plans. One 
plan would be the addition of one room with storage, toilets 
and heating facilities at an estimated cost of $17,500. The other 
plan gave an estimated cost of $28,000.00 for a two-room 
addition with storage, toilets and heating facilities. 


The Education Committee Report last year indicated that 
the critical year appeared to be 1962-63 with an enrollment of 
76 pupils. The enrollment January 3rd this year is 72 and we 
expect an enrollment of 68 next year. It seems that a building 
addition can be postponed if we are willing to continue taking 
the chance that there will not be any sudden increase of 

school population. 
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During the 1959-60 school year there were several joint 
meetings of the school boards of Alstead, Acworth, Marlow, 
Langdon, Walpole and Westmoreland for the purpose of dis- 
cussing the possibilitiies of forming a cooperative district. This 
vear the school boards of Gilsum and Surry have also attended 
the meetings. 


Interest last year was directed toward the formation of 
a Grades 7-12 cooperative. However, information presented by 
Superintendent Keach and Mr. Russell, from the State Depart- 
ment of Education, indicated that a Grades 1-12 cooperative 
would be more beneficial than the 7-12 cooperative. 


Considerably more study is needed to gather factual ma- 
terial that is needed by the school boards of each community 
in order that they may have information to aid them in making 
their recommendations and also to aid the citizens of each 
district in their decision as to what is the best educational 
pattern to follow. 


Each board is planning to include an article in the school 
district warrant that gives the opportunity for the district to 
decide whether or not to take part in an educational survey. 


An educational survey will cover every major aspect of 
the school situation in each town includine an analysis of 
existing facilities, forecasts of future enrollments, study of the 
educational needs, suggested curriculum offerings, a review 
of the advantages of establishing a cooperative school district 
and an analysis of the financial problems and tax implica- 
tions of a cooperative system versus continuing as a separate 
unit. 


Three of the school districts mentioned above send their 
high school pupils to Keene as tuition pupils. It would appear 
that these communities should have available alternate plans 
in the event that Keene decides to discontinue their present 
policy of taking tuition pupils from surrounding communites. 


I strongly recommend that each district vote to take part 
in this educational survey. A district may decide not to follow 
the recommendations, however, the decision can be made on 
the basis of factual information. 
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The estimated June 30th, 1960 balance used for budget 
purposes was $4,638.67. The actual amount was $5,973.27, 
an increase of $1,334.60 which was used with some additional 
building aid to reduce the amount raised by taxation. The 
final amount raised by taxation for the current year is 
$22,593.34 which is $1,455.95 less than the amount estimated 
at the time the budget was voted. 


Surry teachers plan to take part in a workshop to be held 
next August 30, 31 and September Ist at the Walpole High 
School. It is planned to study methods of improving teaching 
techniques in Science, Arithmetic and Reading with the help 
of outstanding consultants in each field. 


It was impossible to employ a helping teacher as too few 
districts voted in favor of this addition to the supervisory 
union staff. The money raised for this purpose by the Surry 
District is included in the anticipated June 30th balance. 


The Surry School Board seriously considered asking an 
appropriation to pay their share for the services of a music 
teacher for next year. The Surry Board and members of the 
other two school boards considered that more long range bene- 
fit would result from raising money for the educational survey 


We were fortunate this year in having two cadet teachers. 
Mrs. Jane Harris worked with Mrs. Connor the first nine 
weeks and Mr. William Wright worked with Mr. Fairbanks the 
last nine weeks of the school year. We expect that Mr. John 
Ellis will be with Mr. Fairbanks the last nine weeks this year. 


There were no changes in the regular staff this year. 


We are continuing to benefit from participation in the 
National Defense Education Act Program. The mobile labora- 
tory demonstration table is an example of the equipment 
bought with the matching funds. It has also been possible to 
add a considerable number of science reference books and also 
add to our filmstrip hbrary. 


I wish to express the appreciation of the staff for the 
generous contributions made by the Parents Club toward the 
furtherance of the educational program.
